of the 7eſuir, who has not more Artifice to 


palliate the Frauds of the Infallible Chair, 


than thoſe Men make uſe of to diſguiſe the 
Errors of the Conventicle.

Did not the Facility and 
Goodneſs of King Charles I. embolden 
their Impudence, inſtead of ſatisfying their 


Deſires? Was not every Condeſcenſion, 


every Conceſlion, every Remiſſion of his 
own Right, ſo far from allaying the Fury 
of their greedy Appetites; that like a 
Breakfaſt, it rather call'd up the Stomach, 

and fitted ir the more for a Dinner? Did 
not Craving {till grow upon Granting, till 
nothing remained to be asked on one fide,

in the Strength of certain Laws, Cuſtoms 
and received Uſages, uniting the ſeveral.

'To illuſtrate this, let us firſt of all ſuppoſe 


our Diſſenters to be dealt with upon Terms of 
Comprenſton (as they call it) and took into 


the Communion of the Church, without 
ſubmitting to the preſent Conditions of 


its Communion, or any neceſſary Obliga- 


tion to obey the eſtabliſh'd Rules of it ;

who do : Some ſhall read this Part of the 


Common- Prayer, ſome that, and ſome per- 


haps none at all: And where (as in Ca- 
thedrals) they cannot avoid the having 


them read by others, they ſhall come into 
the Church when it is done; and ſtepping 


up into the Pulpit (with great Gravity, no 


doubt) ſhall conceive a long, crude, ex- 


temporary Prayer, in Reproach of all the 
Prayers, which the Church, with ſuch ad- 
mirable Prudence and Devotion, had been 


making before. Nay, in the ſame Cathe- 


dral you ſhall ſee one Prebendary in a Sur- 


plice, another in a long Cloak, another in 


a ſhort Coat or Fackef : And in the per- 


formance of the publick Service, ſome 


ſtauding up at the Creed, the Gloria Patri, 


and the Reading of the Goſpel; and others | 
Sitting, and perhaps Laughing, and Wink- 
ing upon their Fellow Schiſmaticks, in 
Scoff of thoſe who practice theſe decent 


Orders of the Church. And from hence 
the Miſchief ſhall paſs from Przeſt to People, 


dividing them alſo into irreconcilable Par- 


ties and Factions; ſo that ſome ſhall come

to Church, when ſuch a one Preaches, and 


abſent themſelves when another does. I 


will not hear this Formaliſt, ſays one; and 
I will not hear that Schiſmatick (with better 
Reaſon ) ſays another. But in the mean 
while the Church, by theſe horrible Diſ- 
orders, 1s torn in Pieces, and the common 
Enemies of it, the Papiſts, and ſome (who 
hate it as much) gratified. Theſe, I ſay, 
are ſome of the certain, unavoidable Ef- 


| feats of Comprehenſion : Nor indeed cou'd 
any other, or better, be expected from 


thoſe, who knew, that the ſureſt Way to 


ruin the Church, wou'd be to get into the 


Preferments of it; ſo that I dare avouch, 


that to bring in Comprehenſion, is nothing 
elſe but in plain Terms, to eſtabliſh a 
Schiſm in the Church by Law, and ſo bring 


a Plague into the very Bowels of it; which 


is more than ſufficiently endanger'd already, 


by having one in its Neighbourhood : A 
Plague, which ſhall eat out the very Heart 
and Soul, and conſume the Vitals and 
Spirits of it; and this to ſuch a degree, 
that in the Compaſs of a few Years, it 
ſhall ſcarce have any viſible Being or Sub- 


ſiſſtence, or ſo much as the Face of a Na- 
tional Church to be known by.

And as to Toleration, which has a Law made 


in its behalf, I think there cannot be a Mat- 
ter of greater Moment, or truer Charity, 
than to inform Mens Conſciences, how far 
this Law will warrant them in their Sepa- 
ration from the Church. For the Vulgar, 
and leſs knowing Part of the Nation, do 


verily reckon, that this, as an Act for 


Toleration, has utterly cancell'd all former 
Obligations, which did, or might, lie 


upon them, to join with the Church in the 


publick Worſhip of God. But this is a 
very great and dangerous Miſtake, and 


may, if perſiſted in, coſt them no leſs 


than their Souls: For certain it is, that 
there are Laws extant amongſt us, enjoy- 
ing Conformity to, and Communion with the 
Eſtabliſh'd Church; as likewiſe Obedience | 
to the Paſtors thereof, legally ſet over it, | 


and the reſpective Members of the ſame : 


And conſequently, that as long as the | 
Obligation of theſe Laws continues, Con- 
formity to it muſt be a Duty, and Nox- | 
Conformity a Sin: And, Laſtly, That the | 
Obligation of theſe Laws does, and muſt | 
continue till the ſaid Laws are actually re- 
pealed; which as yer, I am ſure, they are | 
not, and I hope never will. : 


Thus 
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Thus therefore ſtands our Caſe. Bur what 
Effect then, will ſome ſay, has this Act of 


Toleration 2 Why, truly, none at all, as to 


the Nature and Quality of the Actions com- 


manded, or prohibited by the preceding 


poſitive Laws of the Church: But as to 


the Penalties annexed to thoſe Laws againſt 


the Violators of them; theſe indeed are 
taken off and reſcinded by this Toleration 


(or Indulgence rather, for ſtrictly it is no 
more.) So that it may, I confeſs, give 
Temporal Impunity to ſuch as tranſgreſs upon 
this account; but for all that, it can never,

Church (admitting rhem to be bur Human 


Laws) ſo long as they neither require any 


thing falſe in Belief nor immoral in Pradlice, 
ſtand ratified by that general Law of God, 
commanding Obedience to all lawful, tho 
but Civil and Temporal Authorities 3 and

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conſequently oblige the Conſcience, in the 


ſtrengthof that general Divine Law, to an 
Obedience to all that ſhall be enacted and 


joyned by the ſaid Authorities. So that 


When God ſhall come to paſs Sentence up- 


on Men for their Diſobedience to the ſame, 
whether in this World or the next; I fear 


that no Plea of Toleration will be able to 
ward oft the Execution. 


1 am far from grudging our Diſſenters 


the benefit of the Law they have obtain d; 
but I cannot but diſcharge my Conſcience 


both to God and the World, by declaring 
what I judge according to the beſt of my 


Reaſon, will, and unavoidably muſt be 
the Conſequences of a Thins, which this 

Church and Kingdom have been ſo much a 
Stranger to: And becauſe ſuch Conſequences, 
if drawn out to the utmoſt, wou'd be innu- 
merable; I ſhall only mention one, inſtead.

How this Prophane Atheiſtical A ge may

the Accounts of England run high in the 
Books of Heaven, for the Religion which 
God hath planted among us: A Religion 
refin d from all that ſuperfluous Droſs, which 
the Rowſh is generally and juſtly Charg'd _ 
with; and yet fo prudent in its Oeconomy 
and Conſtitution, as not to leave it ſelf

Church, not born into the World with 
Teeth and Talons, like Popery and Presby- 


tery; but like a Lamb, Innocent and De- 
fenceleſs: A Church, which, as it is Obe- 


dient to the Civil Power, without any trea- 
cherous Diſtinctions or Reſerves, ſo woud 
be glad to have the Countenance and 
Protection of that Power in return for 
her hearty Obedience to it.

is our Church from encroaching upon the 


Civil Power; as ſome, who are Back- 
friends to both, wou d maliciouſly inſinuate, 
that were 27 ſtripped of the very Remain- 
der of its Privileges, and made as like the 
Primitive Church for its Barenels, as it is 


already for its Purity; it coud cheerfully

Privileges; and in the Want of them pray 


heartily, that the Civil Power may flouriſh 
as much, and ſtand as ſecure from the Af.

But can it be thought Policy ( tho we 
had all imaginable Security to the con- 


trary) to alter an Eſtabliſhment to pleaſe 


a Party, or to admit a Fadlion into Power, 
who contend for the Independency of the 
Church; whoſe Opinions mult diveſt the 

Prince of his Supremacy, and bring him 


upon the Level with his mean Subjects ? 


What a Figure wou'd a Presbyterian make 

at the Communion- Table in an Elbow-Chair, 
or a Quater with his Hat on? And what 
muſt be the Fate of the Church of England, 


when theſe Wretches are Voting in Par- 


liament, and have the 4d of Uniformity 


at their Command? What State can be 


ſecure that will unite with Men of ſuch 


reſtleſs and volatile Diſpoſitiens ? For ſhou'd 


they be gratified with the Repeal of the 
Teſt and Schiſm Acts, we have the greateſt 
Reaſon to believe, they woud {till be 
edging farther and farther, *till they had 


jockey d their Maſters out of the Saddle, 


and engroſs'd the Management to them- 
E ſelves. 
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ſelves, Sure we muſt ſtand upon a totter- 
ing Baſis, when our Dependance is upon 
the Support of the Diſſenters; ſuch Aſſi- 
ſtance, as they will afford us, will be like 


the Invitation of a ſecond Saxon or Dani(h 


Invaſion ; or like King John's Calling in the 
 Mahometans to his Aid. For cloath them 


with Power, they immediately grow Up- 
piſn and Inſolent; and if their farther De- 


 mands be not ſatisfied, like ſturdy Beggars, 
they will ſpurn at their Benefactors, and 
fly in the Face of their Creators. I am 
ſenſible, tis a popular Object ion, that they 
are a rich and a very conſiderable Body of 
People, and it is very impolitict to diſoblige 
them. If their Allegiance, fits ſo looſe 
upon them, that they muſt be bribd to 


their Duty by greater Privileges and Places, 
or elſe they grow ſullen, or ſtrike out 


into Rebellion, I think there is very little 


of conſcientious Loyalty to be expected 


from that Quarter. 


But are the Favourites of the Church be- 
come ſo inconſiderable all of a ſudden, fo 


few in Number, as not to deſerve the Pro- 
tection, the Regard, the good Nature of 


the State? Look into our Aſſemblies, ſur- 
vey that glorious Army of Chriſtians, who 
encompaſs our Altars: We have no Occaſion 
to hire a licentious Rabble, to ſtand, like 

Fag- 
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Faggots, in our Congregation, that they 
may appear formidable in the Eyes of our 


Superiours: What a Figure do Ve bear in 
the Nation! and what prodigious Con- 


queſts have We lately made over the 


Diſſenting World, when our Governours 
expreſs that Eſteem for our Eſtabliſhment, 
as to build us fiſty New Churches out of 
the publick Revenues of the Kingdom! 


So that whatever Privileges our wiſe 


Legiſlature ſhall beſtow upon the Fanatic 
Crew, I ſhall ever be of Opinion, that 
they are deſign'd only to ſtop the Mouths 
of an ambitious Faction, that muſt be 
hired to be good Subjects, and whoſe Fide- 


lity is always underſtood to be uncertain 


and precarious. In the mean time, every 
true and genuine Son of the Church of 
England firmly hopes, his contending 
earneſtly againſt ſuch Principles will not be 
interpreted as flying in the Fate of his Supe- 


riours ; that it will never be judg'd Treafon 


againſt the Prince, to diſcover the Hypo- 
crifie of a Faxatic ; nor a juſt Vindication 
of the Church of Exgland be ever term'd a 
Match. word to Rebellion, or be underſtood 
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lican, to talk of his Loyalty! Were the 


Hiſtory of Presbytery but chain'd up in ſome 


publick Places of the City, the World 
wou'd ſoon be convinc'd what dear Lovers 
they are of Monarchy, what a wenderful 
Skill they have in Politicks, and what a 
glorious Figure they wou'd make at a 
Council-Board. I ſhou'd be glad to know, 
what a Diſſenter has to do in the State, 


any more than to ſubmit to the Laws, and 
to expreſs his Gratitude for the Protection 


of his Perſon and his Fortunes; his Inte- 


grity and Honour ſeem to me to ſtand 


ſuſpected in the Eye of the Government, 


which has taken care to prevent his med- 
ling with the publick Affairs, and excluded | 
him from the Civil Offices of the Nation; 
and how great ſoever his Opinion may be, 
of his preſent Fidelity, I wou'd have him 


forbear his Boaſts, till he has atoned, in 


ſome meaſure, for the Mutiny of his Anti- 


monarchical Anceſtors; and 'till he can 
prove there may not poſſibly be as good 


Subjects as himſelf. Let him give an In- |

'Tis very certain, the Libertines of the 
preſent Age have very different Senti- 


ments of a Religious Freedom, from what 


| were receivd in the Apoſtolical Age. The 
Primitive Fathers of Chriſtianity had no 


other regard for a Liberty of Conſciexce than 
Was conſiſtent with Unitormity and Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Obedience. The true Chriſtian Li- 
| Serty, in thoſe pious Times, was always 
| attended with Humility and Modeſty, was 
inſpir d with Charity and Harmony in Wor- 


ſmip, and a regular Subjection to their ſpi- 


ritual Superiors. The Subjects of Chriſt's 
Kingdom abhor d the leaſt Tendencies to 
Schiſm, Novelty or Ambition; and in all re- 


ſpects obſcrv'd the exact Temper, Order 


and Decorum of a Chriſtian ; But of late 
the World ſeems to be directed by mew 


| Lights, and more eſpecial Inſpirations : 
Every Man pretends to inſtinct within him 


to determine in Matters of Faith, and to 
interpret the Scripture. But ſure, ſuch a 
Method of advancing the Aingdom ef Chriſt 
was never heard of in the firſt Centuries of 
the Goſpel; for which Reaſon the dutiful 
Clergy of our Church will never canonize 
for Saints thoſe Hereticks and 4potates,who 
deſert the Catholick Faith and man 
| that 
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that are founded upon the Rule of Scrip* 


ture, and conform to the Apoſtolic Practice | 


and Example. 


And if we conſider the Practice of all | 
Nations, where Chriſtianity has been re- 
ceiv'd, we ſhall find it very conſiſtent with | 
this Notion of Church Unity. It was foon | 
obſerv'd to be the moſt fatal Neglect, to 
leave Religion ſo looſe and diſſolute, as to 
leave xo Hedge about the Vineyard, to im- 
poſe no Limits or Reſtraints upon the per- | 
 verſneſs and obſtinacy of ſuch baſe and re- 


fractory Spirits, who under the name of 


Liberty, and the pretence of Cox/c:-»:e, op- 
pos d theſelves to the Publick Settlement; 
and therefore it was thought fit, there | 
ſou'd be every where ſome Grand Univer- 


ſal Eſtabliſpment, as ſhou d be the publick 
Meaſure and Standard of Religion, with 
reference to Doctrine, Worſhip, and Go- 
vernment: This was always recommended 
to the People, and enjoy ned by the Autho- 


rity of the State; which very ſeldom made] 


uſe of the Sword to enforce Obedience, yet 
always took care to ſuppreſs Schiſm and 
Diſſenters; that the Diſſenter ſhou'd modeſt- 


ly offer his Objections to an Eccleſiaſtical 


Aſſembly, who examin'd faithfully into his 
Pretences, and to whoſe Determinations 
he was oblig'd to ſubmit, 3

1T was an Inſtituſtion in the very Ins 


fancy of the Goſpel, to appoint Perſons of 
the moſt eminent Piety, Wiſdom, and 
| Learning, to be as it were the Guardians 
and Coyſervators of Religion: The Power 
they exercisd was originally of Divine 
Right, and from our Savionr deſcended up- 
on the Apoſtles and their Succeilors, to 


whom, in caſe of Difference and Diſpute, 


Addreſs was made not only for their Coun- 
ſel and Judgment, but to obey their De- 
ciſſons and Degrees, which bound every 
, Manto receive no other Doctrine in oppo-

| them in: This raiſed ſome Heat among 
themſeves; but at laſt the way of Separa- 
tion prevailed, as the more pure and perfect 


Way. But this was not thought ſufficient 


by theſe buſie Factors for the Church of 
Rome, unleſs they cou'd, under the ſame 

| pretence of Purity and Perfection, draw off 
Proteſtants from the Communion of this Church 


too. To this purpoſe Perſons were em—

Of this we have a conſiderable Evidence 
offer'd to the World, in the Examination

he was admir'd by bis Fleck ; and tells him, 
they look d on this way of dividing Prote- 
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ſtants, as the molt eſſectual to bring them 
all back to the Church of Rome: And in his 
Chamber they found a Bull from Pius V. 
to follow the Iaſtructions of the Society for 
dividing the Proteſtants in England, and 
the Licence from his Fraternity.

tis the united Prayer of every honeſt

which have been enacted with ſo much 


Wiſdom, for diſcovering and puniſhing 


theſe Religious Virmin, theſe Roman Engi- 


ners; Who, | notwithſtanding ſuch good 
Laws, ſtill venture their Manhood in this 
Iſland ; and under the Cant of Perſecution,

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\ ND thus I have done. in offering 


what I thought my ſelf oblig'd to 
remind my Country-Men and Fellow-Sub- 
jects of, at this Juncture; when we muſt 
truly ay, the Church of England | is ſituated 


between two dangerous Extremes, the Pro- 
teſtant and Popiſt Diſſenters; both equally | 
willing, tho not equally able to deſtroy us: 


However, tis apparently our intereſt at this 
time of Day, ſo to beware of the Plotting 
Papiſt, that we may have a vigilant Eye 
over the crafty Fanatick and intriguing Re- 


publican; which we ſhall never be able to 


do to any real Purpoſe neither, ſo long as 
fo many ſcandalous and ſeditious Fellows 
are ſuffer'd to poiſon the Religion of the 
Populace, by their virulent and infectious 
' Libels, and to inſpire them with inſuperable 
Prejudices againſt the Eſtabliſhment of our 


Church and Monarchy - And I yet hope, to 


ſee ſuch a Scandal to Government remov'd, 
as that luch an «»limired Liberty ſhall not 
be allow'd to diſpute any Dectrines in Re- 
ligion, wherein all Chriſtians are agreed; 

which is opening the Way for rejecting all 


Revelation, and by a fatal Conſequence, 
muſt 


incur the Pain and Danger of a Præmu-

| ſo bleſſed a Work, as a firm and laſting 
union among Proteſtants wou'd be: But 


my Buſineſs has been as well to ſhew the 


Unreaſonableneſs and Danger of hearken- 
ing to ſuch Principles and Practices, as will 
hinder Men from ſuch an Union, and 


lay a Foundation for perpetual and end- 
leſs Separations ; as alſo to point ont that 


Common Enemy, the firſt Author of ſuch 
Principles and Practices, and whoſe Intereſt 
will ever thrive and grow ſtronger, as 
the other gain Ground and prevail among 
us. If the Union, ſo much wiſhd tor, 

be ſuch as tends to the leſſening, and 
not to the increaſing of our Diflerences ; if 
it be for ſtrengthening and ſupporting the 
Eſtabliſh'd Church of England, which is ac- 


knowledg'd to be the great Bulwark of the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, and no ways weakens, 
or lays it more open to the Aijaults of its 


Enemies; no Man ſhall be more ready to 


promote it than I; no Man will rejoyce 
more in the Accompliſhment of it. But 
I hope, 
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I hope, I have made it appear, and that 


witty all becoming deference to my Supe- 
riors, that «niverſal Liberty is quite another 
thing from Union ; as much as loſing is 
from binding up: And it is ſtrange, if 


that, which the Papiſis have long declar'd 


the beſt Means to bring in Popery, ſhou'd 


now be look d on as the molt n Way 


to Keep | it out. 


I cannot then, but earneſtly wiſh 100 
pray, that every honeſt Member of our 


happy Eſtabliſnment, wou d timely con- 
ſider- what Influence and Efficacy aftri& Ad. 
herence to the Conſtitutions of the CHURCH 
of ENGLAND, and an abſolute Refuſal 


to part with any of them, is like to have upon 
the Settlement of the Church, and the Purity 
of the Goſpel amongſt us. This will prove 


the grand and moſt Sovereign Means to 
' cauſe and preſerve Unity in the Church. 


Unity without Uniformity, is much like 
Efſence without Exiſtence; a meer Word 


and a Notion, and no where to be found in 


Nature. And let factious byaſs d People 


pretend what they will outwardly, yet they . 
cannot but reaſon the Matter with them- 


ſelves inward!y : That certainly there muſt 
be ſomething more than ordinary in thoſe 


things, which Men of Parts, Judgment 


and good Lives, fo heartily contend for, 
and

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and fo tenaciouſly adhere to. For it is not 
natural to ſuppoſe, that ſerious Men can 

or will be refolute for Trifles, fight for 
Straws, and encounter the fierceſt Oppo- 
I fitions for ſuch ſmall things, as all the [n- 
| tereſts of Piety, Order and Religion, may 
be equally provided for, whether the 
Church retains or parts with them. This 
certainly is unnatural, and morally impoſ- 
ſible. And on the other Side, let none 
think, that the People will have any feve - 
rence for that, for which the Paſtors of the 
Church themſelves ſhew an [ndifference. 


And here let me cloſe the whole, in ut- 
Itering a great, but ſad Truth; a Truth not 
ſo fit to be ſpoke, as be fighed out by every 

true Son, and Lover of the Church, viz. 
That the Wounds, which the Church of 
England now bleeds by, ſhe received i» 
ebe Houſe of her Friends (if they may be 
fealled fo) wiz. her treacherous under- 
ining Friends; and that moſt of the Non- 
onformity to her, and Separation from 
ier, together with a Contempt of her ex- 
Pellent Conſtitutions, have proceeded from 
Pot hing more, than from the falſe, partial, 
Fa Conformity of too many of ber Mini- 
lers. And indeed, hardly any Govern- 


«4 gent or Conſtitution comes to Contulion, 
„ lit by ſome hungry Vipers, which were 
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conceiv'd and bred in her own Bowels, and 
afterwards gnaw d their Way through! 
them; hardly any Church ( tho in never 
ſo fouriſhing a Condition) is defroy'd, 
but by the Help of ſome Wretches, who | 
firſt eat, her Bread (and perhaps wear her 

5 Honours) and then lift up their Heel againſt 
bey; fuck themſelves tat with her zh, 
and then fab her to the Heart through 
the Breaſts which gave it. However, ſet 
ſuch no longer 155 lead Conſcience for what 
they do. He who brings down the Law 
to the Exceptions of any Man's Conſcience, | 
does really place the Legiſlative Power in 
that Mans Conſcience; and by ſo doing, 
may at length. bring « Gown his own Neck 
to the Block. | For certainly that Subject 
is advanc'd to a flrange degree of Power, 

whoſe Conſcience has a Frerogative to com- 
mand the Laws. 
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
